Survey Apple Industry 
^ A survey of the apple industry of 
I onnsylvania, upon more comprehen­ 
sive lines than has ever before been 
attempted in the state, is being plan­ 
ned by the Pennsylvania Department 
of Agriculture and R. I). Anthony, 
of the horticultural 
department 
of 
Penn State, the preliminary plans for 
the survey were gone over. 
hvery phase of the apple industry 
throughout the state will be carefully 
gone over and a wealth of data com­ 
piled. 
This will be published in book 
form and this publication will serve 
as a complete handbook 
on the in­ 
dustry 
in the 
Keystone state. 
The 
soil conditions of various sections of 
the state and their relation to apple 
growing will be thoroughly covered, 
while the apple will be traced from 
the time the tree leaves the nursery 
until the ripened fruit 
is placed in 
storage for the winter. 


The survey of the apple industry is 
the second work of this kind that has 
been undertaken under the direction 
of Secretary Rasmussen, the first be­ 
ing the tobacco industry. Work upon 
the tobacco survey is rapidly proceed­ 
ing. 
The 
experts at 
Pennsylvania 
State College 
are closely co-operat­ 
ing in the preparation of these sur­ 
veys and when completed they will 
stand as a record of Pennsylvania's 
agriculture for this period in addi­ 
tion to containing all 
the pertinent 
facts about each branch of the ag ri­ 
cultural industry.
